He said there was evidence Jap- 
anese had been released from the 
relocation centers without sufii- 
ciently careful investigation, and he 
cited the following statement, iden- 
tified by Robert Stripling, chi el 
Dies investigator, as taken from a 
report by a Japanese- American Cit- 
izens League official writing last 
April 26 from Washington to his 
headquarters in Salt Lake City 
Utah: 

''This is strictly off the record 
but the project directors alone 
now have the power to issue in- 
definite furloughs. They do not 
need an FBI check. It seems that 
the prime requisite in determining 
whether one rect^^es a furlough 
or not ii his answers to Questions 


Japanese who had been released 
from the camps engaging in sub- 
versive activities, “if the definition 
of subversive includes propaganda 
designed to spread racial hatred/' 
He said “we will have a number 
of instances/' but he declined to 
name or describe any, of Japanese 
released from the/ camps engaging 
in that type of propaganda. Instead, 
he said a report by a Dies investi- 
gator had named a Japanese major, 
now in an American concentration 
camp, having recruited some 150 
Negroes into the Universal Negro j 
Improvement Association in De- 
troit, but he said the association 
was no longer active. On another 
question, Dies said there had been 
testimony the Ku Xlux Klan had 
recruited a “number of members’’^ 
in the Deb'bit area. In summary, he 
attributed the Detroit riots to the 
preachments of class and race 
prejudice by people in this country 
and outside.
